Saturday I was lucky 
mmib to partake in a “fuck the 
, Ku IQux Klan” rally. The rally 
of about 500 anti-KKK marchers 
waHttag tip Main street in Annapolis and 
about 350 other angrier, more aggressive 
people, about 30-40 feet across from the 
KKK, shouting and screaming so that the 
speaker of the Klan could not be heard. I 
chose to be a part of the yelling crowd. 

I had heard of the rally through 
rumors so my friends and I decided 
to organize a drum protest against 
the KKK (so “DC” of us). There 
were probably about 10 real 
drummers in our “circle” and 
about 20 or so others who had 
come as a result of our an¬ 
nouncements, but minus the pot 
and pan. I went to the rally with 
no idea of what to expect. I de¬ 
cided to go because I feel strongly 
against bigotry and wanted to try and take 
a stand. 

At the rally we met a number of 
other anti-KKK protesters. One man was a 
Communist group leader against racism who 
felt that in order to stop the KKK we all 
needed to organize together and kill the 
KKK. But, being as PC as we DC’ers are, I 
didn’t want the klansmembers dead, I wanted 
their beliefs dead. Something in me thought 


At first I became angry. In my 
anger I began to yell obscenities and hold up 
my “fuck the KKK” sign. Then I was dis¬ 
gusted. I felt as though I had been defeated. 
They succeeded in being noticed by 800 
people. And they had succeeded in getting 
me to stoop to their level of hate. I couldn’t 
tell if the rally was making me stronger and 
more able to fight for my beliefs, or if it had 
just made me that much angrier or if it made 
me want to give up and become a passive 
onlooker to life. In no way did the rally make 
me feel any bit of hope for 
personkind. It made my stom¬ 
ach turn. And the yelling made 
my throat sore and my head 
bum. Basically the event 
was a good release of ten- 
i sion. But not tension cre¬ 
ated by the KKK, tension 
I’d been holding forever 
came out that day in screams 
I found myself yelling 
fuck you” to the KKK out kx*£ 
- and in my head, wondering what the 
fuck I was fighting for. It was like I had jus* 
become a yell. I had no thoughts with the 
yell. Just snapping pictures, getting tel::: 
“step back, ms.” from Ms./Mr. Police Of- 
ficer, and my “fuck you” scream. I didaT 
even have any feeling in my heart. My .; tce 
was angry. I was dizzy. There were so mar. * 
voices and bodies and signs and chants that 
the rally lost it’s ring. I had no clue. Irr—ir.

I told him it was due out in two 
weeks. Tim then told me that he 
needed a sample copy to see if it 
qualified to have an ad in his shit 
rag! By this time I was irritated 
and responded by saying that 
Monster X had made 4 of the top 
10 lists not too long ago in Maxi - 
mum. He told me to send a 
sample when the record comes 
out. When I did hang up the 
phone, I was really pissed off, 
and realized I was a victim of 
censorship. I mean MRR runs 
ads for Relapse Records, who

ing to California would they be as well know 
today? Or would they be as popular as say 
Trusty or Sobering Consequences? One of 
my favorite bands of all time N.O.T. A. had 
the misfortune of being based in Tulsa. With 
European collectors scrambling to unearth 
the most obscure NYC bands of the ’80s 
(Sluggo, Even Worse, etc.) this band gets 
overlooked for lack of a label or bandwagon. 
Incidentally I hear N.O.T.A. is back to¬ 
gether. We don’t hear anyone shouting this 
good news from the rooftops, buy I bet we’d 
know about it if Youth of Today or Agnostic 
Front re-formed. Does a band have to move 
toSForNew Yorkto become known? Is this 
just a fact of life or the result of the concen¬ 
tration of major labels and fanzines in major 
cities? 

Certain cities get known for a cer¬ 
tain style of music. A certain style of music 
comes to mind when we hear the term New 
York Hardcore or East Bay Punk. But what 
about the East Bay band that plays hard core 
or the New York band that plays pop-punk? 
And again, what about the Lincoln Nebraska 
or Tampa Florida band which plays “New 
York” or “East Bay” style music. When we 


label a scene with a sound we do a great deal 
to squash diversity within that scene. ' I 
noticed a lot of German fanzine reviewers 
using the term “Minnesota sound” or “Min¬ 
nesota style” when reviewing records. What 
the fuck does Minnesota sound like? I’ve 
lived here seven years and I can’t pin any 
kind of “sound” on the local scene. Like any 
city we’ve had irreverent drunk punk 
bands, political anarcho bands, straight 


edge bands, and melodic bands. I think 
Minneapolis and St. Paul have one of the 
biggest most diverse underground music 
scenes going, at least in the midwest. I’d 
hate to see one style of music eclipse the rest 
in the eyes of the outside world. 

We can add to this the international 
ramifications of a bands location. There has 
already been discussion in MRR about the 
glut of American bands which tour Europe 
while few European bands make it over 
here. A number of bands seem to exist 
mainly for the European market. Is this 
American cultural Imperialism or justa mat¬ 
ter of difference in the ease of setting up 
tours in Europe compared to America? I’ve 
been booking a lot of shows in Minneapolis 
and the European bands command the great¬ 
est turn-outs and enthusiasm by far. Chaos 
UK and Dirt played some of the best shows 
here in recent memory. It would be great if 
we could get Swedish or Japanese bands 
over here too. I think one of the best arrange¬ 
ments is for bands to tour each other’s coun¬ 
tries in tandem. I’m pretty sure that’s how 
Toxic Reasons got KGB and CCM over. 
The European band would book a tour of 


Europe for them and the US band. Then the 
American band would bookatourof America 
with the European band. This allows for 
both bands to tour both at home and away 
with the away portion booked by people 
who know the area better. I’ve got to tip my 
hat to All You Can Eat in their quest to tour 
the entire known world through DIY chan¬ 
nels. 

I think I’ve raised some valid points 


here and I think it would be worthwhile to 
see some opinions from people in Europe, in 
smaller US cities and in the bigger 
trendsetting scenes. 

In a final aside your columnist who 
spoke on voting seems to skim over the logic 
of ‘Typical Anarcho Argument #2.” If you 
continue to see things in terms of “liberal” 
and “conservative” I guess there is a minute 
difference in a few programs advocated by 
different branches of the ruling elite. But the 
analysis that matters in the long run is that of 
the state vs. society. Whichever party you 
vote for you get “the system." Both major 
parties can be characterized not as “left” or 
“right” but statist. Both seek to expand 
government power at the expense of indi¬ 
vidual rights. I’ve lived under Nixon, Ford, 
Carter, Reagan, Bush and Clinton and seen 
no fundamental change in my 25 years. 
Sameeconomicsystem. same coercivepow- 
ers, same ever expanding bureaucracy, same 
shit. Vote if you like, I think you only 
deceive yourself if you think a different fact 
on TV is going to aiter the status quo. Does 
it matter if the boot on your neck is the 
business end of a "liberal" or “conservative" 
administration?

discovered something that was obviously in 
the punk scene since the beginning. The 
music is a means and not an end. But if 
music is a means then what is the end? I have 
to be honest, I don’t like all of those bands 
standing soooo proud of themselves and 
soooo proud of their “integrity.” That’s a 
crust speech and I want to speak about the 
feeling Kent spoke about. I have been lucky 
to play in a band, so since 1984 I have 
traveled a lot in Italy and Europe. I have 
crashed on many, many floors and met hun¬ 
dreds of houses. The feeling was the same 
Kent speaks about “good things never last.” 
But right now my opinion is not this any¬ 
more. I do really have another feeling, we 
are not victims of the time. Our balance is 
made out of changing, good things are good 
because they are not lasting. That’s easy to 
understand; if I like apple pie I will eat 1,2, 
3 pieces of that and I will enjoy it, for sure at 
the 15th piece of apple pie I will vomit 
seeing it. Our life is continuously changing, 
we have to change day by day, good things 
repeated for years are getting really boring. 
And I want to make another example about 
that. You Kent are living off of the work 
you’re making with your label and distribu¬ 
tion. This is something that hundreds of 
American and European guys would like to 
do but they never will because they will 
never have your chances and ability so they 
go on washing dishes in some stupid restau¬ 
rant or selling ice creams in some other 
place. You say that your life is full of 
boredom, I believe that, but so many guys 
would sell their soul to be at your place, so 
good things when they last aren’t good any¬ 
more. I want to make another example; do 
you know where I have seen the most bored 
people? This is Switzerland. And do you 
know where I have seen less bored people? 
This is Palermo in the fucked up Sicily. I 
can’t describe the life in Switzerland be¬ 
cause I never lived there, I know better 
Palermo. In Palermo, for a young man, it is 
almost impossible to find even shitty work, 
simply no place for you in this world. Do 
you know what this means? No money, 
means no school, many many young kids 
leave the school before being 10 years old, 
no money, no house. There are a lot of guys 
over 30 still living with their parents because 
they don’t have the money for rent; someone 
would reply that they can just squat a house. 
You’re right but you have to know that in 
South Italy the Mafia squats houses to rent or 
sell them. If the police evicts a squat you 
may be charged for the squatting and maybe 
you go to jail, when the Mafia evicts a squat 
you have to face some guy with guns in their 
hand and you don’t know what can happen. 
Life in Palermo is hard but the few people I 
know from that town are really cool, full of 
energy and really enthusiastic about what 
they can do in the punk scene. Punk rock, for 
them, means having something great for 
their life, they know it can’t last... One of 
these guys would do everything to be with 


you in Goleta selling'Spitboy records, in¬ 
stead he must wake up at 2 o’clock in the 
morning to go to the fish market and sell the 
whole day fuckin’ smelling fishes, under the 
eyes of some Mafia boss. That’s life, normal 
life in the world. Personally I have learned 
how to arrive and to go from new houses. I 
feel like I never left. I try to take inside 
myself as much as possible of that experi¬ 
ence. The doors of my house will be 
always opened for everyone. I also had 
many people visiting me and no one 
ever stole my precious punk rock 7”. 

I misted everyone and I was trusted] 
by everyone when I was travelling. 11 
must say that now I do really have a 
positive feeling about humankind, but 
I know that I have been really lucky, life 
can be way more hard and travels &an just 
remain dreams.

But on the other hand there is a lot 
of wrong information and lies, and the whole 
letter is so black and white so as everyone 
that reads it will get the opinion that every 
label from Eastern Europe sucks. Because 
this letter is not the only one that X-Mist has 
written and so far nobody from the other 
side has really responded, I am writing to 
you as the voice of an Eastern European 
label. I really hope this letter will help to 
clear up the facts. 

First, it is not true that releasing 
LPs and CDs costs here just SI!! Armin, 
you are right that these prices are for the 
pressing—just for the pressing! Where 
have you counted the mastering, recording, 
layout, covers, inserts, shipping, and all the 
other usual costs? Or have you seen any 
records from Eastern labels sold just 
in apaper bag? Then you would be 
right, but I do not know anyone that 
does that over here. Most of the 
record labels are hard working 
people trying to do their best and I 
do not know anyone here 
that is extremely rich be¬ 
cause of making cheap 
records and selling them 
for lots of money! 

Speaking of 
selling the records in 
Western Europe for 
higher prices than in the 
East, tell me just one rea¬ 
son why we should sell 
the records that were done 
with all this effort as ev¬ 
erywhere else for the same 
prices as in the East ? Tm 
not talking about all those 
fucking cassette versions 
or the Eastern only li¬ 
cences, and, Annin, bow 
many of your releases 
were licensed in Poland? 
It is also you who by this 
way support the situation 
over here.) Most of the 
records from here are still 
much cheaper than those 
from Western Europe, 
and I really do not see the 
sense in giving the records 
to kids in Germany for 2 
DM cheaper. Most of the 
distributors give nearly 
100% mark-up to all the 
records they get from me! 
It is every time not them 
who brings the records to 
all the distributors, who 
calls them, etc... Itis logi¬ 
cal that the prices of the 
records I distribute is 
higher than the records 
on my own label, but not 
100% mark-up as in 
Western Europe! .Any¬ 
way, how many records 









from Czech or Poland are sold in Western 
Europe? It is not enough to make anyone 
rich. 

As you can see, from my point of 
view everything seems to be different. Speak¬ 
ing of profit, I do the distribution for some 
US labels like a lot of other distributors do, 
and I do not think that I get any better prices 
from these labels, but my selling prices are 
usually 30% to 50% cheaper than what is 
being charged for the same records in Ger¬ 
many. Huh! And it is definitely not just 
because all the other distributors use airmail 
instead of surface. 

Arinin, I know all about these bad 
experiences you have had with some labels 
from the East, and I understand your bitter¬ 
ness, and your desire to warn people about 
these problems. But it does not mean that 
everyone from here wants to rip you off! As 
you wrote, just because someone is from 
Poland or Czech Republic does not make 
him or her a "better and more honest per¬ 
son," but it definitely does not make them "a 
worse and less honest person" either. There 
are people here just like everywhere else. 
Some of them are nice, 

some of them are 
not. You have, 
to recognize 
who is who 
before it is too 
late.

teach at IS 318, a middle school in Williamsburgh, Brooklyn . 
Every morning I rush to prepare for the impending day. I 
arrive in my classroom 
about an hour before 
the students, and I’m 
always hustling to get 
everything in order. 

I’m lesson planning or 
I’m obtaining materi¬ 
als or I’m completing 
some stupid form. 

Every morning at 
around eight twenty- 
five the same anxiety 
grabs me. Is every¬ 
thing ready? Did I 
leave my favorite pen out on my desk or is it safely tucked away? Is 
the lab equipment sufficiently hidden? Did I put the chalk in my 
desk? 186 is coming and I have to be ready. 

I love the group of kids that are about to saunter into my 
room; I just can’t trust them. They are “my kids”, but if I’m not 1004 
prepared for their arrival they’ 11 eat me alive. They are my homeroom, 
my “official class”, the infamous 186. 

In the New York City school system junior high students 
travel in a set class. This class moves from teacher to teacher and 
room to room but for most of the day students stay with their class. 
While I also teach 182,183,184 and 382, my official class is 186. 
The numbers are significant. The “one” means that it is a regular 
education class rather than a bilingual, gifted or special education 
section. The “eight” simply denotes the grade. It’s the “six” that 
really sticks. 186 is the sixth regular education class out of six. 
These are the “bottom” students, concentrated into a single class. 

Homogeneous ability grouping is the pariah of most mod¬ 
em educational philosophies, especially for elementary and junior 
high kids. In spite of its lack of theoretical popularity, this kind of 
grouping is still widely implemented in public schools. For school 
administrations faced with a student body of diverse abilities, 
homogeneous grouping seems like the easiest and most logical 
system. When the students enter the school the sixth grade classes 
are composed, in descending order, according to their math and 
reading scores. Occasionally parental pressure or the recommenda¬ 
tion of a fifth grade teacher may lead to some minor rearrangements, 
but most students are placed strictly on the basis of their test scores. 
We start out in a mental hierarchy. 

The three years that students spend in junior high are filled 
with transition, development and change. As these children begin 
their painful physical transformation into young adults, their per¬ 
sonalities and motivations tend to change as well. Some students 
may mature and show great intellectual growth. Others may 
experience difficulties and show a drop in their work. All sorts of 
crazy things happen: parents die, siblings go to jail, families split up, 
uncontrollable outside factors influence the work of the students. As 
the year progresses some students will fall behind and be moved to 
lower classes. Many will excel and switch to higher classes. The 
hierarchy shifts slightly. 

Certain students will begin to have behavioral problems. 
Often these students are capable of high level work but for whatever 
reason they manifest anti-social behavior in the classroom. They are 
unable to concentrate in class and end up talking too much. Some 
are very angry and antagonize fellow students into verbal or physical 
conflict. Many seek attention by insulting the teacher or refusing to 
follow instructions. Invariably these students are dumped into the 
lower classes regardless of their mental capabilities. Those deemed 
intellectually inferior are gradually joined by the behaviorally 
challenged in official classes like 165, 166,175 and 176. 

By the time these students reach 8th grade the classes have 
pretty much settled out These students are still young, but a lot 
has been decided. Classes like 182 are by no means saints, but 


most of these students have the ability and motivation to continue 
their educational development. A186 class, in contrast, has become 
highly skilled at disrupting lessons, avoiding work and skipping out 
of school. The difference between upper and 
lower classes is dramatic and painful. 

186 is an interesting mix of the slow and 
the fast. At least half of the students have 
underdeveloped intellectual capacities, reading 
and thinking well below their grade level. Tonya 
rarely disrupts class but has trouble taking notes, 
organizing her work and studying. For students 
like Tonya every day is a frustrating blur of 
things they didn’t do and concepts that went by 
too quickly. Many others have enough skill to 
get through the day’s work but lack the motiva¬ 
tion. Jamaal could be in one of the gifted classes 
if his intellect were the only criteria for place¬ 
ment He has near-photographic memory and reads with phenom¬ 
enal comprehension. But Jamaal rarely does his homework or 
studies for tests. He spends most of his class time concocting and 
relaying elaborate tales of lusty nights with the mothers of fellow 
students in an attempt to prove his intellectual superiority in a non- 
academic manner. If he’s not pestering another student he’s being 
pestered in return. In spite of his abilities he gets almost nothing 
done and he is falling behind. Other students range between the 
extremes of Tonya and Jamaal, bringing the work level of the class 
to a near standstill. 

It really isn’t fair that these kids are isolated at such an early 
age. Kids in 186 rarely get out. It is hard to regain function when 
s urrounded by dysfunction. At age 13 these kids are already learning 
how to survive as second class citizens. They have a unique set of 
ethics and communal pride developed in response to their subjuga¬ 
tion. They are in their own eyes the baddest kids in the school and 
that’s all that matters. Resigned to their fate as educational misfits, 
they search out other arenas of excellence. These are the toughest, 
the loudest and the most social. After awhile they can’t even 
recognize the shortness of the stick they’ve been given. 

Homogeneous grouping reinforces already-existing social 
class structures. Coming from Brooklyn all these kids need is 
another reminder that they are at the bottom of a very large range of 
privilege in American society. After three years in the school’s 
system, it’s not surprising that these kids already accept the validity 
of classist society. In the outside world some people are “haves” and 
others are “have-nots”, just like in the school. The very existence of 
a hierarchical system in the school is a disservice to these kids 
whether they are in 181 or 186 because all of them are in the lower 
economic echelon of our society. The school is teaching that “the 
inferior end up in the lower classes”, an incredibly damaging lesson 
to the psyche of the economically oppressed urban dweller. The 
negative effects of homogeneous grouping are severe yet subtle. 

Nevertheless it is altogether too easy to say that we should 
forever abolish homogeneous grouping. If I were an outsider, I 
might self-righteously condemn the injustice of this kind of hierar¬ 
chical structure in the public schools. The fact is that homogeneous 
grouping is necessary. 

Given our resources, it is the best-case scenario. What is 
especially unfair to the kids in 186 is largely beneficial to the other 
classes. In a heterogeneously-composed class system, three to five 
of my 186 kids would be found in each class. That’s all it would take 
to drastically interfere with every class. It only takes a few kids to 
bring down the work level of a class, especially when those few are 
skilled instigators (like my darlings). Placed together, 186 does the 
least damage. 

It is sad that a few kids are sacrificed for the greater good. 

I am committed to the ideal that every child deserves an equal and 
appropriate education. But in New York City, we just aren’t 
afforded the resources to uphold this ideal. We do the best we can 
with what we have. All of the kids in 186 need special attention and 
counseling. Most of them don’t receive these services. Most of the 








kids in 186 would benefit from a special education program with 
smaller classes and individualized attention. But the special educa¬ 
tion programs are already filled with other needy children. No one 
likes what we’re doing, but we’re doing the best we can with the 
resources afforded to us. 

Incidentally, heterogeneous grouping could work in our 
school. If we were able to provide the 186 kids with the support they 
require, all of the classes could be mixed. We are about as far from 
this goal as is imaginable, but we still need to keep our eyes on the 
prize. Next time I’ 11 do my best to explain exactly what it would take 
to save some of these “lost” urban kids.

Elitism and Pretension = My Specialty 
Ok, so since me and Frank started doing this whole ‘zine distro thing 
we do called Mean Kids, we have gotten our fair share of bad fucking 
‘zines. Now when I say bad I don’t just mean silly or bad xerox 
quality or slightly offensive or any of that. I mean, like think of the 
worst ‘zine you’ve ever seen and multiply it by like 400 and then 
imagine getting two or three of them a week. Frank and I have been 
pretty mean to some of these people who have sent ‘zines in - 
sometimes because it was warranted, sometimes because we do all 
our mail at like 3 in the morning, sometimes because I was in a bad 
mood that day and sometimes just because we run out of patience 
real quick. My point is that I do admit that I’ve slighted a fair number 
of people in the process by not being clear/extensive enough about 
what I didn’t like about their ‘zines and why I wouldn’t feel 
comfortable carrying them. This column is gonna try to remedy the 
situation by providing a comprehensive list of what I look for in 
‘zines we are thinking about carrying through Mean Kids. 

In addition, I just want to add that when me and Frank 
started the distro, we mainly carried ‘zines done by people we 
already knew and supported. We are now trying really hard to move 
away from that and try to get more diverse titles/styles into our 
catalog. So I asking people doing ‘zines (nation and world wide) to 
send your stuff to Mean Kids, if you’re looking for distro. 

Layout and Content 

This is complicated, because as much as I hate ‘zines that are just 
awful to look at, there’s nothing worse than filler. I don’t need/want 
to agree with every word inside of it to carry it, but I refuse to carry 
‘zines that don’t have at least a minimum amount of personality. I 
really think that ‘zines that are using 97% of their space printing 



other people’s opinions (often band interviews) - are pointless. If I 
really want to read about bands I’ll pick up MRR or something, but 
the reason that I read smaller ‘zines is that I want personality and 
opinions and all that. Splatter Spleen = great content, total basic 
cut-and-paste layouts, and one of my new favorites. Straight As 
Fuck/Word Of Mouth/tim burton's typewriter-style stuff = Low 
budget creativity that looks a hell of a lot better than anything I could 
do on a computer. 

Minimum of (band) Interviews 

If there’s one thing that loses my attention faster than bad layout, it’s 
‘zines that are filled with tons of band interviews that are boring, 
barely scrape the surface of issues, and talk with bands/people who 
have already been interviewed like 300 times (Mouthpiece, Dave 
Smalley, Ian Mackaye). Plus, who ever came up with the idea that 
band members have such great insight into life and politics and 
contemporary social issues? On the flip side, ‘zines without band 
interviews usually don’t sell so well (ahem), so who am I to say that 
I have the secret to success... Fenceclimber, Verboslammed, Exedra, 
Excess. = great interviews with people not so strictly tied to punk/ 
music. 

Paternalism 

Don’t write about how I feel or what my issues and feelings are or 
how certain issues affect me, write about how you feel. Write about 
your take on the issues and how they are affecting you, but please 
don’t try to speak for me, because I find that completely condescend¬ 
ing. I don’t need to read another fucking ‘zine article written by a 
boy talking about how sexism and patriarchy affect women, because 
it’s like no matter how tuned in you are you can never really know. 
And if you were so tuned in in the first place, you would let me speak 
for myself. Just because you’re white doesn’t mean that issues of 
racism don’t affect you and just because you’re a man doesn’t mean 
that issues of sexual abuse and patriarchy and sexism don’t affect 
you either. No Fun, Manumission, Fenceclimber = great zines with 
some totally powerful and real articles about sexism and issues of 
gender roles, written by men from a male perspective, yay. 

Spelling and Punctuation 

Anyone that knows me knows that this is my total pet peeve. If you 
are working on a computer please exert the extra effort and hit the 
fucking “spell check” button. To quote the lovely and talented Ann 
Krafchow, “if — does not learn how to spell there/their correctly, I 
will be forced to fly to NY and kill him.” Exceptions to this rule are 
if you are using a typewriter, or if your ‘zine is handwritten (duh), 
but aside from that there are no excuses. 

Sappy Emo Shit 

I’m not going to say much on this topic except for the fact that I hate 
almost everything that is produced in this genre. These ‘zines are 
usually totally annoying, I’m sick of wading through piles of ‘zines 
(aka “little folded paper things”) about “dude I’m so sad because my 
girlfriend left me and now I don’t have anyone to poke and she was 
so hot,” and “I’m so jaded since this band broke up and my friends 
started drinking,” and “I’m so mean and I hate everyone except for 
the following 300 people.” Two gems (exceptions to the rule) that 
I have found recently are: 1997: Chronicles Of A Dying Breed do 
Ken/4812 Alexandria Lane/San Jose, CA 95129 ($1.50 ppd). Life 
Is Shit And I'm Planting A Garden do Mike/1304 2nd street SE/ 
Minot, ND 58701 (a dollar or 2-3 stamps). These zines are sappy and 
emo and fucking great so you must get them now. 

No Earth Crisis Pictures 

Oh god, do I really have to explain this one? I will not carry your 
‘zine if you talk about the vegan militia, (re)print Earth Crisis or 
Shelter lyrics/interviews or are pro-life. It’s not going to happen 
because I find that totally ridiculous and I just will not condone that 
kind of behavior. Enough. 

Watch Your Back, Yo 

Word on the street has it that Spimpetus Splinter from Minneapolis 
has signed with the majors (possibly DavidGeffenCo), quoting 
more money, and “god, hopefully now we can get some play” as 
their major motivations for signing. Singer D. Hake was quoted 
in Spin as saying “Fuck that DIY shit, I wanna rock.” Needless'w' 
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to say, this kind of behavior may be not sucha big deal in the 
Midwest, but I find it completely disgusting. This is not, as I’m sure 
you know, an isolated incident either. 

In addition, rumor has it that Hake was overheard making 
several slanderous remarks about Lisa Bonet in the past month. 
Have you no shame David? How much longer are you going to pose 
as a feminist and then go around disrespecting women, especially 
ones like Lisa, who have worked really hard for various social and 
political issues? The nerve. 

My real question has to do with whether David is going to 
be retained by Punk Planet in light of recent behavior. For Punk 
Planet to retain columnists who are intent on “sleeping their way to 
the top” and courting major labels left and right, is completely 
disgusting and very un-DIY. I just want to know what the editorial 
policy at PP is concerning this issue, and what (if any) disciplinary 
measures are going to be taken against Spimpetus Splinter and Hen- 
Hake. Fuck big business, man!

I^ife in the big city. It 
can be thrilling, stimulat¬ 
ing, eye-opening and re¬ 
warding. It can also be 
stifling, hellish, brutal, 
cold and cruel. Urban¬ 
ization and industrializa¬ 
tion have had most pro¬ 
found affects on society 
over the last two centu¬ 
ries. As technology and 
concentration of people 
have advanced so has the 
ability of the state to con¬ 
trol and repress. Like¬ 
wise peoples yearnings 
for freedom have come 
into conflict with the 
state’s efforts. This ar¬ 
ticle is an attempt to o ver- 
view some anarchist 
ideas on the urban ques¬ 
tion, contemporary urban control and hopes for urban liberation. 

In our (slightly idealized) picture of pre-industrial rural 
village life we envision a system in which family and community 
ties'iallowed for mutual support of village dwellers. Old and young, 
sick, injured and the mentally ill could be cared for by the 
family, church and other charitable organizations. Culture and 


entertainment as well as a sense of cohesion and belonging could be 
found in folk customs, stories, music and traditions. 

As industry developed it became apparent that it was 
efficient to cluster factories together close to sources of transporta¬ 
tion and raw materials. Labor for the factories was just another raw 
material, provided by population growth in rural areas. Workers 
were given minimal living space, food and pay to keep them coming 
back to work. The city of tenements with row after row of identical 
cubicles to house the workers was bom. 

Ironically, as population became more concentrated it 
became more atomized. Gradually the state and capital took over 
functions formerly provided by the community in a more decentral¬ 
ized era. Welfare, social services, hospitals, mental homes, schools 
and public works replaced traditional forms of community support 
and can be seen as a massive public subsidy to industry. Govern¬ 
ment bureaucracy expanded rapidly. State power crept gradually 
into every sphere of human life. Under the guise of benevolence the 
state made the populous increasingly dependent on the power 
structure for necessities of life. This helped lead to the identification 
of many people with the power structure as a “nation.” Simulta¬ 
neously, people began to partake in culture and entertainment as 
commodified products and nationalism became a great unifying 
force replacing local or class solidarity. 

Coupled with these passive measures of control was of 
course the coercive arm of the state police, prisons, courts and 
militia. Simmering beneath the surface of the late nineteenth and 
early twentieth century city was always the spirit of revolt. Trade 
unions, anarchist and socialist organizations and random acts of 
sabotage and terror displayed the discontent of the working class 
with its surroundings. 

The postwar era brought massive change to America’s 
urban centers. Oil and automobile companies engineered a buyout 
of the nation’s streetcar lines while lobbying for the construction of 
an interstate highway system. The auto age was bom. The growth 
of the suburbs and the car-commuter further atomized American 
society. The person who formerly rode a crowded tramcar from 
work to an identifiable neighborhood now drove from a garage in a 
uniformly constructed suburb to a downtown workplace in complete 
i elation. Housing and factories in cities were razed to build parking 
lots and feeways. The city center became a core of office towers 
surrounded by concentric rings of poverty. The urban 
revolts of the 1960’s showed the widespread discontent 
with the urban conditions of poor and minorities. How¬ 
ever, these revolts were crushed with massive force and 
exacerbated the cities decline. 

Since the 1960’s the rich have increasingly fled 
further and further into suburban areas, seeking racial 
and economic homogeneity. Racist whites along with 
the media and real estate elites have made urban “crime” 
into a national issue. With the fall of communism in 
Eastern Europe the state has jumped on the bandwagon. 
Crime has become the new spectre which the state can 
use to justify the incessant increase in its powers and 
intrusion into peoples’ lives. This crime is of course 
always urban, poor and usually minority. Not to men¬ 
tion the fact that most of this crime is the result of the 
state’s own policy of selective drug prohibition. While 
statistics show that white collar crime and government 
waste are more damaging to the economy, drug prohi¬ 
bition is touted by all law enforcement bodies as the 
number one priority. This has indeed been elevated to 
the status of a “war” on drugs with all the accompanying 
rhetoric, the powerful subtext here is course that the 
power structure is afraid of neither drugs nor crime. The suburban 
white middle class uses most of the nations drugs and most of the 
crime in the city is violent competition between rival gangs. The 
power structure and the suburban middle class which supports it is 
afraid of the concentration of poor and minority peoples in the city 
and the threat they pose to their wealth and power. 
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The war on crime and drugs is in fact a state of martial law 
for the inner city. Law enforcement officials speak frequently of 
“urban pacification” and “Vietnam in the streets.” Does not the 
current “weed and seed” program resemble American’s “hearts and 
minds” approach to the insurgency in Vietnam? Police have drastic 
powers to stop, search, and arrest “suspected” criminals. They also 
have broad ranging powers to seize property from suspects, which 
is later sold at auction. This has led to many departments being run 
on a for profit basis - selectively investigating crimes with large 
material rewards. 

The city has become a gulag. A concentration of cheap 
labor, rental income and a market for drugs, alcohol and cheap 
consumer goods. Suburban governments and home owners groups 
effectively use police and zoning ordinances to keep out anyone 
below a desired income level. Downtown has become a privately 
policed, video monitored office and shopping center. If you aren’t 
working or shopping there a rent-a-cop will promptly order you to 
leave. Mike Davis, author of Urban Control and City of Quartz , has 
studied Los Angeles in depth and offers a grim view of our urban 
future. Gated suburbs patrolled by armies of private police sur¬ 
rounding a ghetto under total martial law and a downtown access 
controlled by ID cards or Blade Runner style retinal scans. This 
dystopian future is perhaps not as far off as we think. 

So what is to be done? Short of total revolution there are 
numerous ways to approach urban liberation. Most anarchists have 
agreed that decentralized community organizing is the most con¬ 
structive form of activity. Tenants unions, community gardens, co¬ 
ops and buying clubs, daycare, free stores and food not bombs are 
all constructive ways to build community solidarity and autonomy 
outside the state and capital. One step further is the sort of program 
advocated by the Black Panther Party of the 1960’s. The Panthers 
aimed themselves and attempted to police their own communities. 
This could have been the first step towards the secession of an ethnic 
neighborhood from the city and an urban liberated zone. 

The most noticeable from of urban liberation is of course 
urban revolt. The archetype is of course the Paris Commune of 1872, 
still worthy of extensive study. Also of import to anarchist students 
of urban revolt are the struggles of Barcelona in the Spanish 
Revolution and the workers control movement of revolutionary 
Russia. The Hungarian uprising of 1956 and the Paris revolt of 1968 
are good postwar examples of urban rebellion. Most of these have 
been covered in my short history of anarchism in past issues of 
Profane Existence. 

Orwell’s vision of a society completely under authoritarian 
rule was decidedly urban and borrowed much from trends he 
observed back in 1948. Police coercion and capitalist spectacle have 
pacified America’s populace more effectively than Big Brother or 
his party. Welcome to 1994.

At Marie Callender’s, busboys received ten percent of 
theii; waitress’ tips. One night, however, the owner’s daughter 
Sasha, a waitress, refused to tip me. 

I told two different managers that Sasha refused to tip me. 


Neither one did anything about it. They weien’t going to stick their 
necks out for me. The next day I confronted Sasha about the incident 
and she told me, “You didn’t do your job well enough last night, 
[‘meaning you didn’t kiss my ass like everyone else’]. Maybe next 
time when you bus my tables if you’re lucky I’ll tip you.” Sasha said 
this in front of all the other waitresses. I felt humiliated. There was 
nothing I could do about the situation. 

I moped around work for about an hour. I then decided I 
wasn’t going to let Sasha get away with this. I went to the walk-in 
refrigerator in the back and got a pitcher of ranch dressing. I then 
walked up to Sasha and told her she was a spoiled rich girl and 
dumped the pitcher of dressing on her. After that I yelled, “I quit!,” 
left the restaurant and rode my bike home. 

Epilogue: Nine months later I am charged with battery. To 
avoid going to the county jail, I plead guilty to disturbing the peace. 
I pay $325 in fines and court costs and am sentenced to a year of 
probation. Yes, California is tough on crime and yes it was worth it. 

Anyway, that was nothing compared to what happened to 
the Hormel workers at the Austin, Minnesota plant. This month’s 
movie is: American Dream , Director Barbra Kopple, 98 min. 1992 
Prestige Films. 

This documentary film chronicles the struggle between the 
Hormel workers and the Hormel company at its plant in Austin, 
Minnesota. The movie concentrates on the conflict between the 
local union and the Hormel corporation. It also focuses on the 
internal fighting within the union and its hierarchy. 

Through written text, film footage and a series of inter¬ 
views the movie covers a time span of approximately 16 months. 
The first nine months covered by the movie concentrate on the 
negative publicity campaign against Hormel. The remaining period 
of time focuses on the strike and the problems between the local 
union P-9 and its parent union. The film provides the viewer a series 
of interesting facts throughout its course. In 1984 Hormel made a 
profit of 29.5 million dollars but cut its employee benefits by 30 
percent and reduced wages from $10.69 an hour to $8.25 an hour, 
claiming the need to remain competitive. In 1987 after P-9 lost the 
strike Hormel leased out half the plant to a newly created company 
that hired workers at $6.50 an hour. Hormel has called back less than 
20 percent of strikers on the waiting list. 

I liked this movie. It gave an accurate portrayal of big 
business; they don’t give a fuck about you. Hormel made 29.5 
million dollars in profits, but cut workers wages by two dollars an 
hour. What would they have done to their employees if they had 
taken a loss? While I was watching this movie I kept hoping it would 
have a happy ending. It didn’t. These people ended up losing their 
job, their homes and a lot of them are probably working too hard for 
minimum wage now. Maybe they should have took the pay freeze. 
Maybe the strike would have worked if all the Hormel plants went 
on strike. Who knows? 

I was watching a local news show the other day and this 
professor at UC Berkeley said that people were getting paid so little 
because the economy was bad and big business couldn’t afford to 
pay decent wages. When I heard this I thought it was horribly funny. 
The CEO of Coca Cola made something like 100 million dollars last 
year and this professor is saying big companies can’t afford to pay 
more. Maybe not all big companies can afford to pay their workers 
more, but I’m sure Coke can. Does the CEO of Coke need 100 
million dollars? Eioes anyone need 100 million dollars? 

My dad told me that when he was a young guy you walked 
into a company and you knew you wouldn’t walk out until forty 
years later. The company took care of you, you received benefits and 
were paid well. When big business found there was money to be 
made by cutting employee benefits and pay they did. Companies no 
longer want to treat people decently. They want to get as much out 
of you for as little as possible. Now you work for minimum wage 
and no benefits. It really upsets me that this is going to continue and 
probably never change, unless there was a huge labor movement or 
a revolution. Both of which will probably never happen in my 
lifetime, if ever. vJ2/

Americans are the World’s Greatest Consumer s 

The current trend is to be “environment friendly.” Plastic 
recycling bins now come in colors to match your kitchen, designer cloth 
“ecobags” are made for groceries, and prepackaged snacks are made from 
products of The rainforest. There are entire specialty stores in the mall 
now that sell “save the planet” bumper stickers and t-shirts, little rocks, 
and collectible statues of whales and dolphins. These examples are highly 
ironic. The American public and media is focusing on environmental 


to encourage consumers to spend money even while they are in debt by 
the use of credit cards. 

Ronald Goodstein, UCLA assistant professor of marketing, 
asserts that advertising attempts to convince consumers that there is a 
certain image associ ated with a brand or product. This usually works quite 
successfully. Tough guys don’t want to be caught smoking Virginia Slims 
and preppy types will buy clothing with a Gap or Land’s End label on it. 
In grade school all the “cool” kids wore Keds sneakers. The dorks wore

As an individual two of the most effective things you can do to 
protect the environment and improve the lives of people everywhere is to 
make less money and to not have children. Everyone deserves to live 
comfortably and be happy, but the less money you make, the less money 
you will spend on products that are created from energy, resources, labor, 
and processes that emit wastes and pollution. If you choose not to have 
another child, then there will be one less consumer in the future. By not 
adding another human to the population, you will save all the resources, 
energy, and wastes that person would consume and produce in a lifetime. 
These two decisions are very simple and require less effort than the 
alternatives, yet are very important to our future well-being. Unfortu¬ 
nately, they also directly clash with the traditional values and goals of 
American society, which compels people to work harder, make more 
money, buy more possessions and have a family. 

When surrounded by a group of similar people, it is sometimes 
hard to get a good perspective on larger problems in society. The United 
States consumption epidemic seems more like an abstract concept to most 
people rather than an actual problem since we are constantly surrounded 
by consumers like ourselves. The local shopping mall is usually crowded 
and there are no advertisements encouraging people to stop spending 
money. However, our high rate of consumption is glaringly obvious when 
compared to the rest of the world. Americans make up a small fraction of 
the earth’s population, but consume a large share of the world’s natural 
resources. 

For example, the U.S. and Canada together account for over 
twenty-five percent of the global energy consumption. This is the 
equivalent of 24 billion tons of oil a year. Considered per person, this 
figure is nearly double the energy use of people who live in Central 
Europe, and seven or eight times more than the energy used by people in 
developing countries. 

In 1989, a total of 4.5 billion metric tons of natural resources 
was consumed in the United States. That is about 18 metric tons per 
person, in one year! This weight includes construction materials for 
buildings, roads, houses, etc., energy fuel for electricity, transportation, 
and industrial processes, food, minerals, metal, forestry products, asphalt, 
chemicals, and natural fiber. It is hard to believe that one individual could 
be responsible for the depletion of such a great amount of resources. 
Usually factories are targeted as the greatest consumers, not individuals. 
However, individuals are directly responsible because industry depletes 
these resources in response to the consumer demand for the products that 
they produce. 

Causes of Consumptio n 

It seems that where ever you go, someone is trying to sell you 
something, whether it is a sign on a subway car in New York City 
advertising condoms, or a billboard on a country road in the middle of 
Tennessee that reads, “See Rock City.” People who live in the United 
States are constantly barraged by advertising during their entire lives. It 
is literally inescapable. In 1987 the total amount of money spent in 
advertising in the United States equalled $109,650 million. In order to 
increase profits, businesses must constantly sell more and different 
products to consumers, and they use advertising as a way to compete with 
other producers and to encourage consumers to buy more. 

It is also in the interest of the government for consumers to buy 
more. Each time items are purchased, a tax is usually paid. Furthermore, 
the more profit the business makes, the more money in taxes it will also 
have to pay to the government. With both industry and government 
promoting increased consumerism, it is not a surprise that it has become 

• the society norm for people to spend as much money as they can on 
luxury items. Now the trend is to take spending one step further, and 


are made to feel as though they need to buy certain products in order to 
create and maintain an identity that they want to present to others. 

American consumption is also a result of our rather twisted 
view of success. It is the American dream to be a self made millionaire. 
Wealth is viewed as a direct measure of prosperity and individual worth. 
People that are not financially well off are often looked down upon as 
either unlucky or incompetent. This notion of success would make sense, 
since the common misconception is that more money will bring more 
happiness. Studies have shown that after the first $1,500 raise in income 
above the poverty line, there is no direct correlation between happiness 
and wealth. Money obviously can’t make everyone satisfied with life or 
Kurt Cobain, Marfyn Monroe, and Sid Vicious would possibly be alive 
today. 

Re £ ardl ess. most people allocate aconsiderable amount of their 
lives working^ industriously at a job in order to make more money, so that 
they can fulfil: the American dream and be happy and successful. Since 
we live in a consumer culture, it follows that the more money we make, 
the more mone\ we will spend on products and services. The more money 
we spend, the mere resources and energy we deplete. Each time a person 
in the U.S. spends a dollar approximately 3000-4000 kcal of energy, 
which is roughly equal to half a liter of oil, is taken from the earth and 
burned to produce the goods or services purchased by that dollar. This 
means that the more you work, the more natural resources you will 
eventually consume. 

Our Consumption is Not Without a Price 

* Blame the ads, blame the way our society has developed. 
Whatever the case, we buy and consume an enormous amount every¬ 
day. And not surprisingly, this causes big problems that hurt you and 
me and people around the world. Our consumer society is based 
on abundant energy. Unfortunately, the combined production, 
distribution, and use of energy is the greatest single source of 
stress on the environment, and causes numerous threats to 
human life. 

Even before it is used, the extraction or creation 
of energy causes several environmental, social and health 
problems. Massachusetts is buying electricity from Hy¬ 
dro-Quebec, the utility company of Quebec, in order to 
meet consumer demands. Hydro-Quebec is now in the 
second stage of a hydro-electric project which will 
eventually dam every river flowing into the James Bay 
which is the southern tip of Hudson Bay in northern 
Quebec. This region is the homeland of 10,000 Cree and 
Inuit people. Flooding has already affected 72,000 square 
miles. Mercury released from this flooding has made fish 
unsafe to eat and has caused unsafe levels of mercury in 
people’s blood. The amount of land that eventually will be 
submerged will equal the area of New York, New Jersey, New 
England, and Pennsylvania combined. 

The world’s largest oil spill occurred in 1979 from the 
IXTOC I, an exploration semi-submersible platform located in the 
Gulf of Mexico. Over the nine month blow out period over 6,400 cubic 
meters were spilled every day, with an estimated total of 476,000 metric 
tons of crude oil spilled into the ocean. Within the first week of the spill, 
a slick50 miles wide and 112 miles long had formed on the surface. This 
massive spill eliminated fishing in the area, released carbon dioxide into 
the atmosphere, disrupted tourism, and damaged offshore and coastal 
wildlife. 

• Oil is a non-renewable resource and will become increasingly 

hard to acquire in the future. In less than a generation, most oil outside the 
Persian Gulf region and possibly Russia will already be used. In 1990 the 










U.S. imported 1,858,000 barrels of oil a day from the Middle East. Most 
people really don’t believe that the Persian Gulf War was fought only to 
protect Kuwaiti citizens. Soldiers on both sides of the conflict and 
innocent people died prematurely so that the United States could insure 
a steady supply of oil to maintain its industrial machine and consumer 
habits. 

Once coal, oil, and natural gas are burned, they produce carbon 
dioxide which contributes to global warming, and nitrogen oxide and 


dollars. 

Imagine if this scenario is applied to car payments. An original 
payment of$300 a month would rise to around $540 amonth. Suchdrastic 
increases would probably force the buyer to return or sell the car, since the 
original payments were all that the buyer could afford from her salary. 
Developing countries do nor have the option to stop paying these 
outrageous debts. 

As the level of debt increased, developing countries needed to

sulfur dioxide which are responsible for acid rain, smog and ozone 
pollution. Our high rate of consumption is literally killing us. Air 
pollution has been linked to bronchitis, emphysema, asthma, respiratory 
infections, heart disease and cancer of the respiratory and digestive tracts. 
It has been estimated by the EP A that 9% of all deaths in 1960 were caused 
by air pollution. In the Utah County area, the air pollution is so bad in the 
winter months that one doctor claims about 50 residents die each year due 
to its harmful effects. 

The EPA has determined the effects on human health for 
different levels of ozone in the atmosphere. AtO. 15 parts per million most 
people experience some discomfort. At 0.17 ppm asthmatics begin to 
suffer. At 0.18 ppm people have reduced resistance to disease. In Los 
Angeles the average day has ozone levels of 0.58 ppm. If someone were 
to grow up in Los Angeles today, by the age of 25 they will have lost 
twenty-five percent of their lung capacity just by breathing the air 
everyday. 


take out more loans to pay the interest on the original loans. The United 
States demanded that the countries meet certain economic conditions to 
get these new loans approved. The conditions required that the debt 
nations keep minimum wages low, increase exports of raw materials, and 
maintain low pollution controls. These factors really do not help the 
economies of developing countries, the excuse given for these conditions, 
and exploit the citizens in order to maintain the supply of cheap labor and 
raw materials to the U.S. 

Many developing countries now send more money abroad than 
they receive in loans and aid. This means that here is a net flow of money 
from the poor countries to the rich countries. In 1987, this transfer of 
wealth amounted to $29 billion. This is money that these countries could 
have used for agricultural development, education, birth control, health 
care, and other essential services that the citizens of these developing 
countries are desperately in need of. 


The burning of fuel is not the only source of air pollution. In 
California, consumer products such as household cleaners, disinfectants, 
and perfumes are contributing to poor air quality. The alcohol in the 
products evaporates and reacts with sunlight to help produce smog. It is 
difficult to imagine how after-shave can do much harm, but when used by 
millions of people in the same region each day, the effects add up. 
Approximately 200 tons of volatile organic compounds are emitted to the 
atmosphere every day due to these consumer products. 

What you are reading right now is also a source of air pollution. 
An average sized printing establishment consumes 499 metric tons of ink 
a year and generates 204 metric tons of carbon emissions annually. 

The United States’ high rate of consumption only 
causes numerous problems at home, but also is 
responsible for poverty, land degradation, 
worker exploitation, and pollution in de¬ 
veloping countries. Our economy is 
continually expanding to supportour 
increasing demand for products 
and services. However, the re¬ 
sources within our own borders 
are diminishing. This prob¬ 
lem is solved when raw mate¬ 
rials we need such as copper, 
gold, iron, aluminum, and 
steel are imported from de¬ 
veloping countries. It would 
seem that trade with devel¬ 
oping countries would be 
mutually beneficial. Actu¬ 
ally, this trade is part of an 
economic trap that keeps 
these countries in poverty, and 
insures that the U. S. has a con¬ 
stant supply of resources and 
cheap labor. 

A vicious cycle of debt was 
started in the 1970’s when the World 
Bank, the U.S. and other industrial¬ 
ized countries offered and encouraged 
developing countries to take out loans at very 
low interest rates. The borrowed money was 
intended to help further industrialization in the develop¬ 
ing countries and to raise the living standards of their citizens. 
Unfortunately, much of the money was wasted on big schemes that didn’t 
pay back (often suggested by the World Bank itself), and on corrupt 
government officials. During the 1980’s the interest on the loans sky 
rocketed. In 1982Brazil’s interest payments were 80% larger than before. 
Between 1981 and 1983, Indonesia’s debt went from 16 to 22 billion 



Individual Solutions 

It is obvious that our rampant consumption directly causes 
many of the problems that our society faces today. This article was able 
to give only a few examples of the negative effects that are a result of 
producing things we buy and do everyday. Our society will not change 
overnight. As long as material possessions and wealth are equated with 
success, and advertisers can convince consumers to buy things they don’t 
need using social stigmas and our own insecurities, the destructive 
consumption of the United States will continue. 

However, each individual does have control over his or her own 
actions, and the decisions to make less money and have fewer children do 
have a very significant impact. For each $1000 you do not earn, you will 
save the energy equivalent of 500 liters of oil from being produced and 
consumed. Earning less will also avert the destruction of the natural 
resources that are required to produce the goods and services that $1000 
would buy. For each child you do not conceive, you will prevent the 
consumption of: 700 thousand kilograms of minerals, the energy equiva¬ 
lent of 4 thousand barrels of oil, 170 cubic meters of timber, 5,797 
kilograms of vegetables, and 25 thousand kilograms of animal products. 
One less person in the United States would also prevent the emission of 
one million kilograms of pollution into the atmosphere, the creation often 
million kilograms of liquid waste, and the disposal of one million 
kilograms of solid waste. 

In conclusion, if you are concerned with the degradation of the 
environment and the subsequent harmful effects on our society and people 
everywhere, don’t go to the local mall looking for solutions in Rain Forest 
Crunch. Take the time to realize that the decisions you make everyday 
have a great impact on our global environment, and that as an individual 
you can chose what kind of impact you want to have. Standard of living 
and family size are very personal matters, yet what you decide will 
eventually affect all of us.

The side de Fabric is mucho better than the earlier 7" 
(which is all I own from them so that’s all I can compare 
it to). Toe tappin’ fast beat with racy guitars. I’m not 
delighted with the Greyhouse song, I have heard much 
better from these guys (although it’s a wonder that I 
have been lucky enough to hear anything since I think 
they have some weird plan against putting out records. 
They have so few releases for their longevity. What’s 
up with that?).

The two Buglite songs were unserious rock style pop 
with 50’s bass style and punk drumming. For some 
reason it didn’t annoy me although I thought it would. 
Seems like athrown-together effort, although I’m sure 
hours of contemplation went into lyrics such as “She’s 
my little flower girl.” On to the Bouncing Souls side... 
well by now I have had my fill of songs about “girls” 
like the two on the Buglite side. But here’s some more! 

It sounds like just-for-fun-stuff with Social Distortion 
vocals paired with “loser” lyrics and simple guitar riffs,

Here's my situation. I'm in Canada, in 1995. Our dollar is now worth $.73 in US currency and ropidly plunging still. 
Unfortunately most distros and buyers seem to ignore that fact and continue to follow US standard prices for Canadian stuff 
as well. People also don't seem to acknowldege the reality of higher shipping costs and customs (of 6% plus handling fees), 
factors that should ultimately affect the price of records; should being the key word here. 7"s still sell for $3 and 
people are bending over backwards shelling out lots of their money to keep prices as low. For example, Ebullition (a cool, 
efficient ditributor for this stuff) has a basic standard price for any north american record, ignoring the 
fact that it costs us upwards of 30% more. I, and many others, have a hard time dealing with this. 

/ am now selling my stuff a bit more expensive, not to pocket any profit, but to be able to 
function without killing myself in doing so and to be able to put something back in so that 
——— it might last. It's long overdue and inevitable.
